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A letter from the President.

Numismatics is once again facing very difficult times and so are coin 
clubs and organizations. Our hobby would appear to be in recession, in 
addition to "graying", because there are relatively few young people entering 
our hobby/interested in numismatics, than in the years past. This poses a 
formidable challenge to current numismatists. 


Over the years, the N.C.N.A. has done a commendable job in promotion and 
education in furthering numismatics. Yet, we are today faced with 
unprecedented challenges to our hobby. The N.C.N.A. as an organization, is 
also faced with difficult times. We were unable to have a coin show last year 
and are in a similar situation this year. There has also been a significant 
amount of discord amongst officers, Club representatives and members attending 
Board of Directors meetings in recent years. This is not an indictment of any 
individuals, I genuinely believe "all of our hearts" are in the right place. 

We need to make a renewed effort to focus our attention on meeting the goals of 
Our Organization and may have to consider modifying those goals, to better meet 
the challenges of the future. 


What has worked in the past, is not working in the environment we are 
facing today. This is the very reason our hobby and our organization is in 
difficulty at this time. During my Presidency, it is my sincere hope to 
promote a new spirit of cooperation amongst all members, in an effort to meet 
current and future goals of the N.C.N.A. We need to strengthen the N.C.N.A. to 
insure a bright and prosperous future, thus enabling the N.C.N.A. to meet its’ 
goals and promote numismatics.

I must give credit to someone, not a coin hobbyist nor someone any readers 
here might know: my former junior high school teacher who instill--infused and 
ignited--into me the quest for knowledge and wisdom. 


William Dougherty--Mr. Dougherty as I would still to this day address him-- 
instructed us and taught us in his third period Eighth Grade United States History 
class to write a term paper: a report with bibliography, footnotes, quotes, loc. 
cit., the whole-nine-yards. What was our topic, controlling theme, to be? A person 
in American history and how his or his personality or background influenced or direct- 
ted him or her in some event in lite! his as an eighth grader! Talk about a school 
assignment for a thirteen yearold! Whom did I choose? Cornelius Vanderbilt and his 
fight with Daniel Drew and others to control the Erie Railroad.
